TRADE‘UNDER COMPULSION. 


A private letter received -in 
Hongkong from,a British resident 
of Hankow gives some idea of the 
conditions prevailing there now, 
and the changes that have occur- 
red since the days of the British 
Concession, 


He comments, “Hongkong has 
the advantage of belng a’ Colony, 
while we are nobody’s children.” 
Referring to the bitter disappoint. 
ment at the absence of action by 
the Home Government, he declares 
that, the real cost to Britons at 
Hankow ig the loss of “face” in 
Central China, and which. may 
lead to the annihilation of British 
trade in the country, 


As to actual conditions at the 
time of writing, August 38, he 
states that rioting may break out 
at Hankow at any moment, He 
continues: “The richest Chinese 
left the port a long time ago, and 
those ‘left have ‘been financially, 
picked clean by a scientific system 
of taxation,. silver embargo and 
paper money. The native shops 
only keep open under threats from 
‘the officials of severe punishment 
if their masters close their doors. 
The result is that stocks are not 
being replenished, as the money 


used, treasury notes, would be un-: 


acceptable if it was not forced on 
the public by the local govern- 
ment. "-Rice, salt, and oit are now 
practically anprocurable, and the 
time is rapidly approaching when.

THIRTY-ONE YEARS SERVICE 
|. “IN HONGKONG, ©. 


The death occurred at Stanmore, 
on ‘July 14, of Mr, Charles Ford, 
18.0,, F.LS., at the age of 83. 
Mr. Ford retired from'the position 
of Superintendent of the Botanical 
and Afforestation Department, 
‘Hongkong, in 1902, after a service 
“of 81 years. At the time of, his 
arrival in the Colony, the hillsides 
of the island/were almost bare of 
vegetation save for scattered 
patches of scrub and rough.grags. 
When he left..they were to a large 
extent covered with forest trees 
and had become a picture of charm. 
and beauty which never fails to 
excite admiration. Mr. Ford was 
an accomplished botanist, and from, 
time to time made journeys Of ex- 
ploration in‘. the , adjoining 
province of . Kwangtung which 
resulted in the discovery 
of various hitherto unknown 
plants, He was elected a Fellow 
of the Linnean Society of London 
in Dec., 1885. f 


Sir Harold Lyle. | 
Sir Thomas Harold Lyle, former-. 
ly Consul-General at Bangkok, 
died at hig, houge in Kingswear, 
Devon, on July 16, at the age of 
54. Sir Harold Lyle, who was born 
in Neweastle-on-Tyne, entered 
the Consular Service in 1893, and 
was posted as’a student interpreter 
to Siam. In 1896,he was’ acting 
Consul -at. Chiengmai, and. six 
years after he was promoted to 
be .Vice-Consui at Bangkok. He 
returned to Chiengmai to be Con- 
sul for the Consular district in 
1907,.and in 1913 -he became Con- 
sul-General for the kingdom of 
Siam, with the local rank of’ First. 
Secretary of Legation, Appointed 
C.M.G. in 1916 he was created 
K.B.E, in 1925, a year after his 
retirement. .

’ The Food Supply. 


It is so important to keep the 
kitchen and pantry cool in order 
to preserve the food supply in hot 
countries, that it has’ become the 
general practice io. allow tall trees 
to overhang, the roof, particularly 
of the back of houscs.. Unfortun- 
ately,-this results in a constant fall 
-of leaves, which tend to block up 
the drains or to crente small pools 
of water in the gutterings in which 
mosquitoes readily breed,. and it is 
very difficult ‘to keep these rather 
. inaccessible gutterings free from 
leaves or smal! collections of semi- 
stagnant water. If the gutterings 
were made on.uo bigger “slope it 
would’ Help help the rain-water to 
_ escape, even if n certain amount of 
warping was inevitable. A slope 
which might be quite servieenble in 
a.cooler climate i$ quite inadequate 


” in residences exposed to such sud- 


den changes of temperature us ure 
common in.the tropics. Jt is inter- 
_ esting to note the number of bats 
-which ‘visit: houses in’ the evenings, 
but these are unlikely to be of mitch 
service in the control of mosquitoes 
in towns, , 


It is to be regretted that house- 
holders in. mosquito districts should 
_yield to the temptation, of allowing 
yo many plants with "lgrge leaves 
to grow close up to, their houses, 
and also the practice of aceumulat- 
fag small plants in old tins on the 
verandahs. ° Nor is it generally re- 
cognized how essential it is to 
empty out completely the water 
from flower-yases at least on niter- 
nate days, if one is to keep the 
rooms of houses free from mosqti- 
tocs. . Throughout the hotter 
months and rainy. season it might 
be best ta Avoid the, use of all cut 
flowérg in rooms und substitute 
them with small growing plants, if 
_- desired. It is possible . that - the 
burning of incense, which is adopt- 
ed by the Indians of Natal, has a 
decided effect in keeping their 
houses frée from mosquitoes, as is 
claimed. The recent dengue fever 
epidemic has been most prevalent 
‘along the ridge of the Berea, and 
. jt is certain that the portion of the 
4own which is: not connected with 
the. sewerage. system and where 
“fubbish is disposed in heles in the 
gardéns is more likely to be attack- 
ed by mosquito-borpe diseases.

There are as many views of the

tion are known, Attempts to treat 
the condition bv all sorts of medi- 
cines hate failed | in » most’ 
instances, and mechanical appli- 
ances of one type or another or 
habits of life have, been equally 
without effect. ‘ _ 

The Russian physiologist, W. 
W. Boldyreff, has réeently. con-" 
sidered the various available views 
as to the nature of this disturb- 
‘ance. Boldyreff points out that 
seasidkness is not confined to 
people on the ocean, but may be 
associated with various types of 
Iand occupation. Some persons 
develop the condition when ridifg: 
on strect 'cars or:trains, some by 
swinging and secsawing, some 
persons get ‘it when houses are’ 
shaken by the wind, others by rid- 
ing ‘up and down on clevators.

This: little work is excellently 
illustrated throughout, with ‘pic- 
tures of Macao and of the recent 
Fair, and the maps which are. in-. 
‘cluded are well executed and give 
a good idea of the position of 
Maeno. There is, ‘besides, a de- 
tailed contour map of the colony, 
with the principal sites distinctly 
marked, giving an excellent idea 
of ‘the new port and its’ ap: 
proaches, with, the important re- 
clamations of the ‘recent. Port 
Works. The locality of the recent, 
Fair is clearly marked and sq is. 
hthnt ‘of the Race Course. It is 
as fine a map, of Macao as any 
one could wish to have, although 
dt alao.marks works still in pro- 
gress and which will not be com- 
pleted till the end of the present 
year.

The book might have been con- 
fined ‘to one language and a 
separate edition issued in Porta- 
quese and English, for the illustra- 
tions iasued with Portuguese titles 
are somewhat of a handicap.

MPENDING RESIGNATIONS, 


(Our Own Correspondent.) 


Canton, Aug. 15. °: 

The situation, here ,is full of 

uneertainty consequent upon the 
downfall of Marshal Chiang Kai- 
shek. It. is rumoured that many 
officials connected with the Nan- 
king group will now tender their 
resignations.: ‘Despite a previous 
denial, General Tang Yin-vah, 
Commissioner of , Police, will 
give up his post, a3 he is a fol- 
lower of Marshal Chiang. . 
_ There are several civil officials 
who also desire to diit their jobs. 
Mr. Koo Ying-fun, Minister of 
finance of the Nanking -Govern- 
ment, who is in Canton, has ex- 
pressed his intention to leave poli- 
ties. , The Mayor .of Canton, Mr. 
Lam Wei-koi, who “is, a trustdd | 
supporter of Mr Koo, may also 
follow suit. . . 

Other officials closely connected 
with the Nanking faction are 
Messrs. Li Man-fan, Commission- 
er-of Civil Affairs; Chen Yung, 
Commissioner ' of ‘Justice; ‘and 
Tsenzy Yang-po, Commissioner of 
Reconstruction. — ft'is undérstood 
that these officials do not intend 
to remain long in their respee- 
tive positions. a : 

The military phase appears the

That there 
will be a day ‘of reckoning for 
both sides is inevitable and un- 
avoidable. Let us hope that that 
day “is: not too far distant and 
that when eventually it does come 
to pass the bitterness which now 
apparently envelops ‘the trouble 
will be interred fathoms deep in 
the grave where it belongs.”

Commenting on-the déadlock, the 
North-China Daily News of last 
Saturday states: : a 

“There is still no development, in 
the dispute between the China 
Navigation Co. and its officers, and 
inquiries made yesterday afternoon 
of the Guilds and Messrs. Butter- 
field and Swire failed to clicit any 
further information beyond what is 
already known. . 

‘Askod if it was their intention to. 
reply to the statement by the Guilds 
which appeared yesterday, Messrs. 
Butterfield and: Swire replied that 
jt was not; and the only comment 
they would make was to the effect 
that in the Guilds’ statement there 
had been one important omission 
namely; any reference to the com- 
pany’s willingness to review the 
situation quarterly and to pay back 
the ten per cent. at the end of each: 
quarter if the results of the quar- 
ter’s working justified ‘it.’ 

The Guilds stated that there was 
“no news in addition to what had al- 
ready appeared, and that the officers 
were remaining firm. It was stated 
that 16 deck and engineer officers 
qvho were in the service of the’ C.N. 
Co. had left the China, Coast, with 
no intention of returning, during 
the last few days. All the vessels 
of the company which were laid up 
at Swatow, and which were held up 
by typhoon weather on their way 
to Shanghai, have now arrived and: 
have been laid up together with the 
other ships af the company. — |, -

FATAL COLLAPSE, 


SHANGHAI BUILDING’ 
BURIES HUNDREDS. ° 


‘OVER 80 PEOPLE DEAD. 


. Shanghai, Aug. 10. 

With’ a roar which reverberated 
from end to, end of the building 
and within tho space of two 
minutes froni the sound of the 
first snap of the timbers, the 
entire structure constituting. the 
Dong Ka Wan markct situated at 
the end of Rue Pere Froc, bor- 
dering on Chinese . territory, 
collapsed yesterday. morning kill- 
ing 80 Chinese and injuring ap- 
proximately 300 -others,. The. 
tragedy occurred when marketing 
was, at its height,and is the worst 
that has happened in the elty for 
many years outside the sphere of 
war. The complete mystery which 
surrounds ‘the cause of the 
collapse is even more bafiling in 
view of ‘the suddenness’ with 
which it occurred and tho strange 
manner in which the entire build- 
ing tumbled to the ground -in 
such a brief space of time. 

Suddenly and | without the 
slightest. warning there was a 
erash at one end of the market; 
picees of timber slipped away 
from their supports and cataract- 
ed on to the unfortunate Chinose 
below; huge ‘vooden: uprights 
tumbled to the ground bringing 
with them™the overhead beams, 
heavy iron and timber joists and 
a deluge of jagged black tiles 
from the roof. With a rapidity 
which prevented all but those 
fortunate few near the edge of the 
building from making their escape 
‘and jumping clear of thé falling 
ruins, section after section of the 
structure crumpled up and crash- 
ed to the ground pinning beneath 
the masses of timber and other 
building materials hundreds of 
helpless market folk and their 
customers.” : : 

In less than two minutes all that’ 
‘was lft of the building, was 4 
confusing pile of. material over 


which'a thick dust haze hovered |, 


and beneath which human: beings 
writhed and squirmed in frantic: 
efforts to. extricate themselves 
from horrible death. The large 
crowd of people whS had been in’ 
the vicinity of the market before 
the catastrophe, ‘and hundreds of 
others who later gathered in sur- 
prising manner, stood horrified at 
the tragedy which had heen enact- 
ed before their very eyes, helpless 
and terrified, gazing mutely at 
ruin, others. crying, moaning and 
running to and fro in feverish 
search for friends and relative. 


Efforts At Rescue. 


In less than two minutes 80 
Chinese were dead and over 360 
others injured, some seriously and 
others with but minor hurts, 
After the first shock and when it 
was realized that there was noth- 
ing left of’ the building to con- 
stitute further. danger, the crowd 
made every effort to save as many 
of the victims as were then alive, 
Police, soldiers and, haspilal work- 
ers were soon busily engaged tear- 
ing away the heavy timbers, 
shovelling away heaps of building 
debris and) dragging’ to safety 
seorus of Chinese who had been 
pinned beneath but who were still 
alive. oS 

Pitiful scenes were witnessed 
during these rescuing operations 
and it, required the -eombined 
efforts of the police and soldiers 
to keep the huge crowd from in- 
terfering with the work of rescue, 

Ambulances were rushed to the 
scene from all parts of the French 
Concession and the Chinese City 
and the bodies of the victims who 
were ‘beyond relief were taken 
away: to the morgue or to, several 
adjoining houses where they re- 
mained for identification. 


Dead Discovered. 


. As heap after heap of rubbish’ 
was removed dead bodies were 
brought to view many of them in 
a ‘battered ‘condition.” - Coolie 
labour was brought to bear on the 
heavy timbers and struggled man- 
fully to save.the lives of scores 
who lay pinned beneath. Broken 
arms, legs and bodies were found 
on.all sides and the owners were

CHIANG KALSHEK'S GRAND 
RENUNCIATION. : *" 


. Shanghai, Aug. 15. 

- Marshal’ Chiang: Kai-shek’s clr-, 
cular telegram -announcing the 
reasons ‘for his, resignation and 
expressing his wishes was sent, 
to the Shanghai newspapers for 
publication immediately after his 
arrival at Ningpo. . : 

The retiring Generalissimo 
states that sinco he.is considered 
by many as the obstacle in the 


way of Kuomintang-unity (the, re- 
conciliation between Nanking and }§ 
[Hankow) he is resigning for the 


benefit of the Party, In taking 
such a step, Marshal Chiang be- 
lieves that though punished and 
expelled, he is covered with glory. 

“T wish, however, three things, 
nfter my retirement,” Marshal 
Chiang says in his telegram. 

First of all Marshal Chiang 
wishes that Kuomintang comrades 
of both Nanking and Hankow to 
abandon conspiracies. "The com- 
rades in Wuhan should come over 


to the Nanking side, where .the |. 


Kuomintang effort should be con- 
centrated for carrying. out the im- 
portant tasks‘ of the. Kuomintang 
and the Nation. y 
Secondly, Marshab Chiang 
wishes that the armed comrades 
in the provinces of Hunan, Hupeh 
and Kiangsi should unite together 
to cnrry on ‘the expedition against 
the North.. These armed com- 
rades should also unite with the 


Kuomintang .forces on the Tion-' 


tsin-Pukow line so that a united 
front can be: presented for the, 
suecess of ‘the National Revolu- 
tionary. movement, 

Thirdly, Marshal Chiang wishes 
that the Ching Tang or Purge 
Party movement in the provinces 
of Hunan, Hupeh and Kiangsi 
should be unanimously carried on. 

“Tf the above three things can 
be realized, the entire Kuomin- 
tang party will be solidly united, 
and there will be no further an- 
xiety for suppression -of internal 
strife, for unification of the army, 
for the overthrow of the mili- 


tarists, for the unification of the 


nation and for the overthrow of 
Imperialism. 

“Since Tam responsible for all 
blame and complaint.

COMMITTEE TO ANNOUNCE 
DECISION TO-DAY. 


Tho protest lodged. by the Filipino 
Club baseball tenm . against the 
“Dragons” (S.C.A.A.) was thoroughly 
Aiscusned at a meeting of the protest 
committeo of the Hongkong Baseball 
Association yesterday. 


The meeting was held at the office: 
of ‘the American Consulate, Mr. J. J. 


7 Muccio,, the president of the Associa- 


tion taking the chair, 

aTho protest committee consisted 
of Messrs.-S.. Hachiuma (Japanese 
B. @.), D. Alves (Recrefo) and’ Bur- 
roll (Hongkong B. C.). Mr. L, R, 
Tidefonso made tha proteat on behalf 
of the Filipino team and the Dragons 
wore represented by their captain and 
coach Mr. R. Shim. 

By way of opening the mecting, 
the chairman said that the subject of 
the protest was pretty well known, 
In their league match against the 
Filipinos on Sunday August 7, the 
Dragons omployed the services of Mr. 
Abe Liu, notwithstanding the fact 
that Mr. Ildefonso had lodged a pro-, 
test against Mr, Liu participating in 
the gamo. on the ground that he was 
a member of tho visiting team of 


Tho mecting was held ‘to decide 


‘whether the points should go té the 


Filipino Baseball Club and it was the 

protest committec to 

carefully weigh'‘up the matter and 

pronounce their decision after hear- 

ing ‘both parties. . : .

Keep up the Game. 


Mr. S, Hachiuma ‘who umpired the 
match was the first to’ give his views: 
He said he would jike to see the game 
develop in Hongkong but that he 
should be sorry. if anything resemb!- 
ing bad' sportsmanship should, creep 
into it. He urged the committee, of 
which he himself wasa member, to 
exercise thelr judgment to the best 
of their ability and pointed out the 
importanee attached to the decision. 
He. further urged the officers. of the 
baseball club to stick to the game, 
and mentioned that even though in- 
cidents like the present should crop 
up they should not feel discouraged. 
Every Club had to undergo some kind 
of trink oy other during ita infancy 
and the Hongkong Baseball Club 
would be no exception. 

. Mr, Nachiuma added that it was 
very trying to play in the. hot sun 
during the summer and expressed the 
hope that public sympathy would 
soon secure for the Club a ground, 


so that ‘they could enjoy a game in 


gooler weather. ; . 

As regards the protest Mr. Hachiu- 
ma said: “Any reasonable proposi-

Continuing Mr. Ydefonso said: that 
he put the matter plainly to Mr. 
Shim, and said that a protest would 
be made if Liu was played. 


The Rules Interpreted. 


‘The rule, Mr, Ildefonso said, pro- | 
vided that any person who had been 
two weeks in the Colony might play 
in League matches, In this way, the 
All-Stars Filipino’ could be made to 
play for the Filipino Baseball Club 
if ‘they stayed in Hongkong for two 
weeks, The Japaneses could send 
for. talent even from Japan to play 
of their important matches. The- 
Reereio could rely on. Macan or 
Shanghai for talent, and the Hong- 
kong ‘team might draw from the 
Amcrican ships. Such was certainly 
not a correct interpretation of — the 
rules-and Mr, Tidefonso explained 
that the ryles meant that any per- 
son who would beepme o permanent 
resident could take the field after be- 
ings two weeks in Hongkong. 

Ife said that if any corruption was 
allowed ‘to creep in at this stare of 
the Agsociation’s cfforts to ‘promote 
the game it would mean the death 
of baseball tid waste of the Associn- 
tion’s’ endeavours to popularise ‘the 
game, He. addressed the committee 
in these words in conclusion; “Upon

DEPUTY PROTESTS. 
THE FUNCTIONS OF A 
CONSULAR OFFICIAL, 


The Italian, “Consular Deputy, 
Dr. Ramondino, entered another 
protest at the Provisional Court 
at Shanghai, this time in connex- 
ion with a case in “which eight 
Chinese were charged with having 
firearms In their, possession, as 
well as on six counts of armed rob- 
bery. This was the case in which 
n Chinese. policeman ‘attached to 
Sinza Police Station was charged 
with being concerned in the armed 
-yobberics_and_.was__geverély. re- 
primanded by Judge Li at the last 
hearing for betraying the trust im- 
posed in him, Judge Li warned the 
man that he would be dealt with 
more severely than the other mem- 
bers of the gang, and he was as 
good as his word when 
he sentenced’ the ex-constable to 
life imprisonment while the other 
members of the gang received sen- 
tences ranging from 3ix to nine 
yearg, 

In connexion with this decision 
and the case as a whole, Deputy 
Ramondino entered the following 


protest: . 


_“Aecording to the agreement 
for the rendition’ of the ‘Mixed 
Court, it is the duty of the 
Senior Consul's Deputy to. watch 
the case and record objections if 
he disagrees with the judgment 
given by the:Chinese judge.
